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Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Browning. 
This rejection is maintained for reasons of record. Applicants' arguments regarding the 
clarity or significance of example 1 of the reference is not well taken. The examiner 
must look at what the example teaches. Regarding applicants' arguments concerning 
the amounts of triethanolamine stearate and polythene, instant claim 14 does not make 
clear to what the 0.5 to about 5 parts by weight refers. The claim does not require that 
these amounts of antistatic agent relative to the thermoplastic remain on the 
thermoplastic. 

Claim 18 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
